According to the returns made bj the 
Board of Tax Assessors to the 
County Board of Assessors, the town of 
Bloomfield made an luslgnlfloant In¬ 
crease In the amount of Its real and per¬ 
sonal taxable property In the past year. 
Tfce net Increase In both real and per¬ 
sonal property after deducting Increased 
exemptions was less than 917,000. 
When this almost Incredibly small sum 
la compared with the tremendous In¬ 
creases made In East Orange and Mont- 
olatr the town of Eloomfleld Is placed In 
a humiliating attitude among Essex 
* yv—«»tj mu ilolpalltles. Almost any 
dtlxen can of bis own personal know! 
edge point out enlarged Industrial en 
ter prises and new residences that In the 
aggregate Indicate an Increase In taxa¬ 
ble wealth several times over In excess 
of the sum shown by the Board of Ae- 
a ec s ors. 

The reason for Bloomfield's poor show¬ 
ing In Increased valuation both In real 
and personal property Is that the State 
Board of Taxation has so Interfered with 
the work of the local board that a just 
and equitable assessment of proparty 
cannot be made In the town. The local 
Board of Assessors as a body has Its own 
opinion of wbat Is right and proper In 
the matter of assessment of local prop¬ 
erty for purposes of taxation. The State 
Board of Taxation by virtue of tta official 
power assumes to disregard and set 
aside the work of the local assessors 
and to lower valuation.* In Isolated and 
tstdlvldusl cnees, and thereby cause a 
disarrangement and upsetting of tbe 
entire assessment system of tbe town. 
The State Board of Taxation under tbe 
present unsatisfactory make-up of tbe 
taxing machines of this Htste Is a strong¬ 
er body than tbe local Board of Asaee- 
aod to any conflict of opinion tbe 
Board must yield to tbe power sod 
force of tbe State Board regardless of 
any question of knowledge of the prop¬ 
erties where assessments are In dispute 
or of experience with local conditions 
and circumstances. In matters of prop¬ 
erty assessment the valuations Hxed by 
the local Board of Assessors are tbe re* 
•nit of personal knowledge of tbe con¬ 
ditions existing In tbe vicinity of tbe 
property sseessed, while the State 
d has no knowledge, or an Imperfect 
at the best, of the surrounding clr- 
■nunstances. 

Tbe local Board’s work Is tbe result of 
knowledge, study, and experience and a 
dealre to reach an equitable valuation. 
The Stats Board’s action Is simply an 
arbitrary exercise of superior power. 

In the ordinary course of events 
Bloomfield's Increase In valuations this 
yaar should have been $300,000. It Is 
fair to assume that tbe $183,000 loss la 
attributable to reductions made to meet 
with the State Board of Taxation's Ideas 
of what Is an equitable and just sssess- 
naeot on mills, residential sod farm 
pewpertlea hers, for In the past year or 
mo the Stale Board haa ordered red un¬ 
made In tbs assessment on all tbs 
re classes of property In Bloomfield,

Tbe fact Is that there has bean large 
deveiopm-o-. of pubilo enterprise to both 
oouoty and city without corresponding 
Increase la tbe valuations of pereooe! 
property, which baa bad the principal 
benefit or the advance In values during 
the last tea or fifteen years. All the 
burdeo of enterprise seems to be placed 
upon real proparty, upon tba homes of 
the people, upon their holdings of real 
estate Wonderful Increase# have been 
noted In every form of pereooe! property, 
but the tax-gatherer done not as# them. 

Tbs axeuss la made by tba local taxing 
authorities that whan they attempt to 
tax personal property upon some beats 
of equality with tbs real estate, tbe 
State Tax Board Interfere# on behalf of 
tba corporations and defeats tbs at¬ 
tempts to adjust tbs burden fairly. This 
seems probable, as tbe State Board ap¬ 
pears to be designed ehlsly for tbe pur- 
pose of protecting corporate property 
from local taxation; but we have seen 
no protect from tbe local authorities, 
and they seem to submit to euy change 
Id their estimates without a murmur. 

Tbe citizen who owns real estate does 
not greatly care whether tbe blame for 
this growing burden of taxation should 
be placed upon tbe city, tbe oounty, or 
tbe 8tate authority, but be does object 
to tbla steady Increase In hla annual 
payments. He would like to know wby 
tbe vast Increase In all personal property 
does not show In tbe tax record. Some, 
body Is getting tbe benefit without pay. 
lug tbe price. 


Tool-room Ordinaerr 

The numerous places recently opened 
In t^ls town for pooi-plsytng purposes 
has been a matter of comment. These 
pool-rooms, as they are called, are sub¬ 
jected to no legal restrictions, and any 
one who can rent a room and purchase a 
pool-table can embark In tbe business of 
conducting a pool-room. Tbe pool- 
rooms depend largely for patronage up¬ 
on boya. youths and young men. Tbs 
fact that so many boys frequent tbe 
places has led to complaluts from 
parents, and lb* poolroom buatnesB ts 
beginning to be regarded In tbe llgbt of 
a social evil that must be dealt with by 
legal regulations. 

An ordinance was Introduced by 
Councilman Moore at the Town Council 
meeting Monday night that If It becomes 
a law will compel the proprietor of a 
pool-room to take out a license to con¬ 
duct eucb a place, aud will subject the 
business to a number of regulations of a 
restrictive character. The ordinance 
thus far baa simply been Introduced by 
title. Its provisions will be made 
known at tbe next reading. It has been 
unofficially stated that a license fee of 
fifty dollars has been proposed. 

In Introducing tbe ordinance Council¬ 
man Moors spoke of the remarkable 
Increase of this class of resorts In this 
town within a recent period. There 
was reason In hla opinion to believe 
that some of them were not conducted 
In a reputable manner, and It was the 
duty of tbe Council to take some action 
towards safeguarding tbe Interests of 
the youths of tbe town. 

Councilman Conlan asked If It was 
proposed to Include tbe billiard and pool 
parlors of licensed hotels In the ordi¬ 
nance. 

Mr. Moore replied that the exact 
terms of the ordinance bad not yet been 
Bxed. but the object was to Include all 
public pool and bllljard places.

Capt. George M. Walker, late of tbs 
Old Dominion Lins,died at bis residence. 
No. 889 Union street, Brooklyn, on Fri¬ 
day morning, aged 77. On bla retirement 
from aetlve life, bs was the oldest Cap¬ 
tain sailing out of tbs port of New York. 
He was born at sea In July, 1838, bis 
father being Captain of ths British Brig 
"Fox’’. In bla early career he sailed In 
tbe "Humboldt” of New York, South¬ 
ampton and Havre B. 8. Co., then on 
tbe "Weeblngtoo," tba "Franklin,'* and 
the "Arefo.** He then became captain 
of the "Fulton,” and carried stores to 
Port Royal during tbe war In tbe sixties. 
He aaptured tbe "Margaret and Jessie" 
blockade runner and later another 
blockade runner,' tbs "Banabee.” off Wll- 
mlngton, Del. Tbe cargoes of tbsse two 
veaasla were sold for $530,000. Later 
Capt Walker commanded tba "Raleigh,” 
"Niagara,” "Albemarle,” and Innumer¬ 
able other well-known ateamere While 
on the "Albemarle" be received a gold 
medal for rescuing tbs crew of a wrecked 
schooner. — - 

He led an exeeedlngly active IKe aod 
retained to tbe very last years of bla 
aaafaring life hla mental and pbyeleul 
faculties.
